Troubled Englewood 
gets a social media assist

The upbeat tweets and posts keep coming, 
a stream of good news about a community 
more commonly associated with bad news: 

Spending my Saturday cleaning my 
#englewood community with fellow 
#englewoodians! What are you doing today? 

Pull up a seat & let’s discuss art + commu- 
nity building in Englewood! 

Nothing but awesomeness and #goodinen- 
glewood happening in #Englewood! 

Frustrated by Englewood’s image as a fear- 
some area riven by crime and poverty, the 
tech-sawy members of the Resident Asso- 
ciation of Greater Englewood are using social 
media to tell a different story— of Englewood 
as a great place to live. 

It’s not an easy pitch. Englewood is ranked 
sixth (along with three other neighborhoods) 
among Chicago’s 77 community areas for vio- 
lent crime, according to a Tribune analysis of 
Chicago police crime statistics. In an area of 
3 square miles, there are 4,549 vacant lots. 
Between 2000 and 2010, Englewood lost 
20,000 residents, one-quarter of its population. 

Asiaha Butler, 38, the high-energy presi- 
dent of the RAGE and a longtime Englewood 
resident, sees the challenges — some of them 
from her front door. 

Standing by her front gate surrounded by 
a disconcerting expanse of open space, she 
pointed out all the spots where buildings have 
been torn down in recent years.

“It’s a little like living on a farm,” she said, 
“where you have a farm house and a mile away 
there’s a neighbor.” 

Butler, who is a supervisor for a real estate 
management institute downtown, also sees 
bright possibilities for her community 

The vacant lots, she said, could be a com- 
munity asset. And 30 percent of Englewood’s 
housing is owner-occupied. 

“We’re under a microscope and hopefully 
that will open the gates for potential invest- 
ment,” she said. “There’s a lot of talk about 
development and transforming the commu- 
nity in a positive way” 

A number of community organizations 
have been active for years. RAGE, which was 
formed in 2010, is a relative newcomer. 

Englewood can have a strong future if resi- 
dents get involved, she said— but they won’t 
do so if they share the common view of Engle- 
wood as hopelessly dangerous. 

RAGE intends to change that impression. 
In addition to working on community issues, 
the group wants to shift the image of Engle- 


wood held by residents themselves— and, it 
hopes, anyone looking up Englewood online. 

“We hope our presence will give you a dif- 
ferent result when you do a Google search for 
Englewood,” she said. 

The group started a Facebook page within 
months and the next year began using Twitter 
and hashtags. The group’s social media pres- 
ence now extends to Tumblr, Linkedln, You- 
Tube, everyblock.com and nextdoor.com. 

On social media the love flows. Butler, 
who is married to a Cook County court clerk 
and DJ who helped found RAGE, blogs and 
tweets as “mrs_englewood.” 

Using the hashtag #goodinenglewood, 
Rashanah Baldwin, 30, one of RAGE’s co- 
founders, tweets and Instagrams on every- 
thing from karaoke night at a local lounge to 
the tomato basil soup at Kusanya Cafe. She 
has Instagrammed nearly 1,300 images of 
Englewood. 

“If you would have asked me eight years 
ago, I probably would have been on the band- 
wagon: ‘Oh, my God, it’s terrible, I’m scared,’ ” 


said Baldwin, a vegetarian, a yoga practitioner, 
a beauty blogger and, as Shanah B, a former 
co-host at WVON 1690 AM. 

But she began seeing a different side to 
life in the community. She started volunteer- 
ing at Teamwork Englewood, a community 
group where she now works managing the 
online Englewood Portal and where she met 
Butler. 

Now she is a passionate defender of Engle- 
wood as a place to live. She can walk from her 
house to her gym— which costs $15 a month. 
The neighborhood has an organic farm stand, 
the Wood Street Urban Farm. A Whole 
Foods is scheduled to open at Halsted and 
63rd streets in 2016 but even now the local gro- 
cery store sells kale. 

There are smart, accomplished people 
working to better the community, she said, 
but their stories don’t get told. 

“These kids get it,” Butler posted alongside 
a video of a local spoken word group, “but no 
one pays attention because they are killing 
the mic, not each other!”

The definition of graffiti depends on whom 

you ask. 

Anything scrawled with paint pens, spray 
paint, markers and even shoe polish on pri- 
vate or city property is blight, according to 
Debbie DeLopez, a program manager at the 
city’s Graffiti Blasters. The definition is dif- 
ferent for Jenna Johnson, 19, of the South 
Loop, who sees it as art. 

“I do it to make people question the world 
around them,” said Johnson, who identifies 
her work with the tags “Ghost” and “Spirit.” 
“To be curious, to make a statement. I want 
them to get their own sense of what street art 
means and what it does for them personally” 

Next year will mark 20 years since Chica- 
go started enforcing its spray paint ban, and 
DeLopez and the city are continuing to take 
down what taggers like Johnson put up. In the 
past six years, instances of graffiti fell from 
about 173,000 in 2009 to 110,000 in 2012, but 
then rose again to 137,000 in 2013, according 
to Graffiti Blasters. 

In an effort to discourage the practice, the 
CTA recently announced it would file civil 
lawsuits seeking damages from taggers who 
mark up its property And in anticipation of 
a busy summer, Graffiti Blasters will add two 
more chemical spray trucks and two more 
painting vans to their fleet. 

On a recent Tuesday morning, DeLopez 
stood at the corner of 31st Street and Homan 
Avenue and watched as a handful of the more 
than 42,000 pieces of this year’s reported 
graffiti were blasted away with water, washed 
off with chemicals and painted over with 
white or brown paint. 

“Graffiti is bad no matter where it is, and 
it’s not tolerated,” she said. Most people can’t 
tell the difference between gang-related tags 
and unaffiliated art, she said. Its existence can 
drive down property values and give the ap- 
pearance of higher crime rates.

Though some businesses and programs — 
like Graffiti Zone in West Humboldt Park— 
allow artists to use their bare wall space to 
display their work, DeLopez stresses Mayor 
Emanuel’s zero-tolerance policy for the prac- 
tice. “Permission walls” and “graffiti zones” 
only encourage more illegal graffiti in those 
areas, DeLopez said, touting her 21 years on 
the job. 

“I’m careful about using the words ‘artist’ or 
‘artistic,’ because I don’t want to glorify what 
these people do,” she said, referring to anyone 
who tags without permission. Street artists 
use tags to identify themselves and claim their 
work. “If they’re that talented, they should do 
it where it’s legal or as a job.” 

For Nino Rodriguez, 41, of Belmont Crag- 
in, there’s much more nuance to tagging than 
the city or general public think. From 1984

Chicago’s Graffiti Blasters was estab- 
lished in 1993 under Mayor Richard 
M. Daley. Its goal: quickly eliminating 
graffiti throughout the city. 

Under the direction of Mayor 
Emanuel’s administration, the crews 
clean areas with the highest concen- 
— , tration of graffiti first. They then sys- 

tematically work their way outward, 
cleaning up unreported tags and graf- 
fiti along the way. 

The blasters aim to respond to all 
complaints reported to 311 as well as 
their office within 14 days. 

In 2014, the city allocated nearly 
$3.2 million to the program. It employs 
a fleet of 12 trucks that blast graffiti 
with a solution of baking soda and wa- 
ter, 11 paint vans that cover the marks 
up, and two chemical trucks that pre- 
treat graffiti on porous surfaces such 
as limestone. m.s. 



through the mid-^os, he developed tags, 
“TSEE’ and “TSELONE,” gaining notoriety 
for tagging everything from alleys to entire 
CTA cars. Dotting the city kept him out of 
gangs for most of his youth, even if it did get 
him in trouble with the law on a few occa- 
sions, he said. 

“You pick a name and you put it up every- 
where,” he said. “Everyone can see who you 
are. It’s an art form to me. I put it in the same 
category as modern art, contemporary art.” 

Rodriguez now legally paints murals on 
businesses that give him permission and uses 
the talents he’s developed to do commercial 
work, he said. While he recognizes why the 
city has taken such a hard stance on the is- 
sue, he continues to mentor young graffiti 


artists looking to hone their tag styles. 

“I can’t say it damages property; it’s re- 
movable,” he said. “It’s not physically hurt- 
ing anybody It might be a visual plague or a 
blight, but it’s not hurting anybody.” 

The threat of arrest, the swift removal of 
tags and the ban on spray paint isn’t stopping 
the South Loop’s Johnson. For the past few 
years, Johnson has hit light poles, walls and 
abandoned buildings along the Chicago River 
and in Uptown and the South Loop. She pre- 
fers free-handing her distinctive “Ghost” and 
“Spirit” tags with spray paint, but also has been 
known to use markers, stickers and paint pens. 

She buys all of her supplies online or in the 
suburbs, where she also goes tagging. The 
police have stopped her twice, but it just 


makes the rush of spreading her “Ghost” tag 
more satisfying. 

“It’s a lot of adrenaline and a lot of paranoia 
at first,” she said. “But I realized pretty quick- 
ly it’s pretty easy to hide. I kind of stopped 
being afraid, but the adrenaline remains.” 

Johnson said despite the graffiti’s negative 
connotations, she hopes people look a little 
harder. 

“We’re doing it to get a message across,” 
she said. “Gangs use it to mark territory 
People like Banksy do it as a political state- 
ment. Me? I do it to intrigue people, to get 
them curious about the world around them. 
There’s some pretty ugly parts of the city I 
think look better with paint on them.”
